N e w Y o r k . November 21st.—The Union 
League Club m et yesterday to take appro­ 
priate action relative to the death of ex- 
Presdent A rthur. Chauncey M. Depew pre­ 
sided, and in his rem arks referred to the 
comparatively recent death of three of the 
club’s 
distinguished 
members—General 
Grant, General Hancock, and now General 
A rthur. An extended set of resolutions, 
reviewing the life and services of the de 
ceased, were passed. 
General Sherm an 
6ai,d h * had known General A rthur long 
before he became President, and he valued 
his acquaintance. From the day he took 
the oath of office as Chief Magistrate up to 
the day he threw off its cares, he had been 
an honorable, a m agnanimous and a mag­ 
nificent leader. Three weeks ago he had 
seen him . 
H e wore the same old pleasant 
sm ile; his hair was more gray, bul he was 
in the same old good hum or th at all who 
were acquainted with him knew so well. 
Yet there was som ething in his face which 
spoke of death. He was now gone to meet 
his loving wife. They would not call him 
back except in memory, but would rem em ­ 
ber him as one true to his friends, true to 
his country, and true to his God. 
Other 
eulogies were pronounced by Cornelius H. 
Bliss, W illiam W alter Phelps, and others. 
A committee of sixty was appointed to at­ 
tend the funeral. 


IN TJIE DEATH CHAMBER. 


N e w Y o r k , November 21st—a . m .— A 
tall scroll of white chrysanthem um s and 
roses, with the word “ F in is” woven in 
immortelles at the base, stood yesterday at 
the left of ex-President A rthur’s open 
coffin, in the bedroom in which he died. 
It was the offering of President Cleveland. 
A cross of laurel, with a Horal pillow in­ 
scribed “ Requiescat in Pace,” was at the 
head of the coffin. Palms were crossed over 
tbc coffin. The body was attired in a suit of 
black, with frock coat. 
The face was 
scarcely recognizable as that of A rthur to 
those who had not seen him since he left 
the W hite House. The features were thin, 
and tiie hair almost snowy white. Many 
of his friends called at the house to express 
sym pathy and take a last look at the body. 
The'coffin was closed last night, and will 
not be reopened to-day. 


SERVICES AT TIIE CHURCH. 
The coffin will he taken from the house 
at 8:30 a . 
m. to-day to the Church of 
Heavenly Rest, in Fifth Avenue. The 
funeral party, on entering, will pass under 
a canopy of crape bound with Hags. The 
musical programme will he simple.

Oor Fast-D isappearing Navy. 


W a s h i n g t o n , November 21st.—The Chief 
of the Bureau of Construction and Repair, 
in his annual report,states that thecruisers 
A tlanta and Boston are at the Navy Yard 
at Brooklyn, N. Y. They have both been 
docked and tbeir bottoms cleaned and 
painted, and, independent of the work 
which had to be done by the Government 
to fit them for sea, alterations and addi­ 
tions have been and are being m ade to 
them , as called for from tim e to tim e bv 
the Advisory Board. The Chicago is stifl 
at Chester, and the work on her is now be­ 
ing pushed rapidly towards completion. 
The Chief Constructor says the appropria­ 
tion of $95,801 made under the Act of July 
20, 1880. will not be sufficient to complete 
the work on these vessels, and in order that 
no delay in its prosecution may be occa­ 
sioned Sy lack of funds, he has asked for 
an additional appropriation of $50,000, 
which it is expected will complete the ves­ 
sels. provided no further alterations nor 
extra work involving any considerable ex­ 
penditure of money and tim e are recom­ 
mended by the Advisory Board. 
The Lackawanna, now at Mare Island 
Navy Yard, Cal., while not yet condemned, 
cannot be repaired for active service, and it 
is suggested that she be converted into a 
receiving ship, to replace the old line-of- 
bntile ship Independence, which is now 
unfit for further use as a receiving ship. 
The Tennessee, the only first-rate wooden 
vessel in active service, can be kept in 
service but a few m onths longer, as she is 
undoubtedly in a very bad condition. H er 
main walc-strakes are so badly decayed as 
to preclude their being recalked, and her 
lower mastheads are so badly decayed that 
it is not considered prudent to carry a press 
o f sail upon them . The Shenandoah, also, 
has been surveyed and found to be beyond 
repair. 
The num ber of serviceable vessels in the 
navy has thus been reduced to two firet- 
rate, ten second-rate, tw enty third-rate and 


seven fourth-rate vessels—the latter class 
including the two torpedo rams. 
In addi­ 
tion to these vessels, the naval list com­ 
prises thirteen iron and twelve wooden 
sailing vessels, used for receiving and trans­ 
port ships. The new vessels completed, 
building, or authorized to be built, are 
ed i 
or authorized to be bui . 
summed up as follows : One, the Dolphin, 
com plete; two, the Boston and A tlanta, 
arm am ent incom plete; live, the Chicago 
and the monitors, incom plete; five, the 
Baltimore, Charleston and Newark, and 
two gunboats, under advertisem ent; and 
four, an armored cruiser, a battle ship, a 
pneum atic dynam ite boat, and a torpedo 
boat, not yet designed. 
The plans and specifications have been 
completed for two composite-built, finely- 
modeled vessels, to be used as training 
ships, and they could be commenced at once 
if an appropriation were made for them. 
The Board appointed to design plans for 
the completion of double-turreted m onitors 
has nearly finished its specifications. The 
Chief Constructor recommends that iu the 
event of only otie of the large vessels pro­ 
vided for at the last session ot Congress 
being built at the navy-yard, it should be 
built at the Brooklyn yard, as that yard is 
now in condition to commence any such 
vessel, and to carry on the work with some 
rapidity. Great necessity exists for better 
docking facilities in all our navy-yards. 
This is rendered more im portant on ac­ 
count of the frequency with which steel un­ 
sheathed vessels will require to be docked 
to clean and paint their bottoms. 
In the 
event of a foreign war this great deficiency 
would be seriously felt, perigips more so 
than any other of our present wants. It is, 
therefore, worthy of grave consideration— 
w hether ^immediate steps should not be 
taken fo "place our navy-yards, in this re­ 
spect, in the most thorough condition of 
effectiveness. 
W onderful Proportions 
of the United 
States Mail Service. 


W a s h i n g t o n , November 21st.—The re­ 
port of Postmaster-General Vilas for the 
year ended June 30, 1886, says that in im ­ 
m ensity and extent of means, expenditures, 
performances and results, the postal m a­ 
chinery of the United States exceeds (in 
some points far exceeds) that of any other 
nation on the globe. The entire length of 
railways employed by the United States 
nearly equals the combined extent of those 
of all other countries of the world, while 
other post routes more than quadruple the 
total of any single people besides, and the 
mileage Iasi year of our mail transporta­ 
tion exceeded fcv more than 125,000,01)0 
miles the service rendered to any other 
Government. Of postoffices no other na­ 
tion has one-third our num ber. 
It is 
estimated that 100,000,000 more letters were 
mailed in the United States last year than 
in Great Britain, and nearly that num ber 
more than were m ailed in Germany, France 
and A ustria combined. The proportion of 
each inhabitant is estimated in the United 
States at 66, Great Britain 57, and Germany 
19. At the close of the fiscal year the total 
num ber of postoffices was 53,614. besides 
497 branch offiees. Of these 2,244 were 
Presidential offices. 
Concerning 
appointm ents, the report 
sa y s: The appointm ents of Postmasters 
during the last fiscal year num bered alto­ 
gether 
22,747, 
of 
which 
9,112 
were 
made to fill vacancies occasioned 
by 
resignations 
or 
expired 
commissions, 
587 to vacancies caused by death, 3,482 on 
the establishm ent of new offiees, 9.5G6 
upon removals. Of the total num ber of 
appointm ents, 1,039 were m ade by the 
President, vacancies having occurred from 
the following causes, respectively, v iz: By 
expiration of commissions, 468 : by resig­ 
nation, 254; by death, 24 ; by removals or 
suspensions, 247 ; and to offices which had 
been assigned from the fourth to third- 
class, 47. The work performed by the car­ 
riers is summarized as follows ; Num ber of 
pieces of mail m atter (counting collections 
and deliveries) handled by carriers during 
the year was 1,949,520.599, an increase over 
the previous year of 204.983,180, or 11? per 
cent., w hile the num ber of carriers was in­ 
creased but 11.08 per cent. The monev 
order system has been extended to 311 
additional offices during the year, while 10 
were dropped from the list.

Dennis Spencer ap­ 
peared to be well thonght of by the Presi­ 
dent. also, but his appointm ent, it was 
feared, would be unfavorably regarded by 
Justice Field, and there were fifteen candi­ 
dates in all. The choice gradually nar­ 
rowed down to Taylor and Carey, and the 
latter, it is said, won solely by having on 
file the greater num ber of indorsements. 
W heat A creage In the W es'. 
Chicago, November 21st.—The following 
crop report will appear in this week’s issue 
of the Fanners' Review : 
Reports from the 
w inter wheat-growing States indicate that 
the conditions are generally favorable for 
growing grain. 
In eighteen counties of 
Illinois six report an increased acreage over 
last year, six an average acreage and two a 
decreased acreage, indicating that the aver­ 
age for the State will be fully the equal of 
that of the preceding year. 
In twelve 
counties in Inoiana five report an increase, 
five an average and two a decreased acre­ 
age. In eleven Kansas counties three re­ 
port an increase, two an average and six a 
decreased acreage. In six M ichigan.coun­ 
ties oue reports an increase, four an aver­ 
age an<’ two a decreased acreage. 
In four­ 
teen Missouri counties four report an in­ 
crease, three an 
average ana seven a 
decreased acreage. In fifteen Ohio coun­ 
ties four report an increased acreage, ten an 
average and one a decreased acreage. 
In 
nine Wisconsin counties four report an in­ 
creased acreage, three an average and two 
a decreased acreage. 
In Missouri and W is­ 
consin the outlook for winter wheat is re­ 
ported to be unusually fine, and in Ohio, 
Indiana, Illinois and Kansas it is generally 
fair to good. The average yield of corn 
varies but slightly from the farmers’ re­ 
ports. 
The H oodie Trial. 
N ew Y ork, November 2fst. — A nother 
large crowd filled the court-room yesterday 
to hear the evidence iu the trial of ex- 
Aldcrman McQuade, for accepting a bribe 
to vote for the Broadway railroad franchise. 
Ex-Alderm an Duffy took the stand. He 
said he had been a builder for twenty years. 
H e had been unfortunate; he guessed about 
twice—he was not sure—he thought twice. 
The last tim e he failed was in 1879. He 
also failed eight years before that, 
lie 
owed some debts in 1884, but did not think 
he had applied any of the $20,000 boodle 
money to paying these debts. He acknowl­ 
edged violating his oath of office when he 
took the boodle. 
Lawyer Xewcombe had been very gentle 
w ith Duffy up to this point, to gain I1Í3 
confidence. A t this point he asked witness 
to rehearse his narrative of the several 
meetings of the Aldermen. 
Duffy s story was in the m ain a repeti­ 
tion of the evidence already heard in 
describing the meetings of “ the hoodie 
Alderm en.”

The dismissal of Sir Robert H am ilton 
from the post of Under Secretary in Ire­ 
land is accepted as the first step in the 
direction o f a more vigo « u s policy and 
the inauguration of a nerf regime.” It is 
intim ated that Sir Robert's transfer to an ­ 
other position will be followed by a large 
num ber of changes, sweeping the service 
of officials who have at any tim e favored 
Gladstone’s Irish policy, or a popular 
movem ent of any kind.

L o n d o n , November 21st.—It is felt here 
that the Bulgarian question is com ing into 
a more regular position, as General Kaul- 
bars now withdraws, and there seems to be 
nothing to prevent the early assembling of 
the Conference, as proiiosed” by Lord Idde- 
sleigh. The objects of the B ritish Govern­ 
m ent at this conference will first be to 
establish such harm ony as m ay be possible 
among the Powers and to m aintain the 
Berlin treaty, subject to the necessary m od­ 
ifications of the Bulgarian absorption of 
Eastern Roumelia. 
Russia professes no 
serious objection to this plan of unification, 
but it m ay become a question w ith h er 
whether she will assent to this after the 
recent statem ents at Buda-Pesth. 
She 
can 
be 
allowed 
no 
supremacy 
in 
that quarter. 
If Russia gives way on this 
point there ought to be no difficulty in find­ 
ing a candidate suitable to her, and Prince 
VYaldexnar is as prom ising a one as can be 
expected. 
W hile the powers now labor for 
a conference, a great though silent struggle 
is sure to arise between tne peace and war 
parties in Russia. The latter has already 
begun tb assail Germany as the cause of all 
the trouble, and to demand the punishm ent 
of Bulgaria; but it is believed the Czar now 
realizes General Kaulbars’ mission to be a 
fiasco, and has decided to follow the pacific 
leadership of M. De Giers. 
France and the Vatican. 
New Y o r k , November 21st.—The Trib­ 
une’s London special says : The discussion 
between France and the H oly 8ee over the 
refusal of the French Government to acqui­ 
esce in the establishm ent of diplom atic re- 
( lations between the Chinese Em pire and 
the Vatican is tar from being ended. 
It is 
understood the German Government now 
advises the Vatican to complete its arrange­ 
ments with the Empire, leaving the Gov­ 
ernm ent of De Freycinet to deal with the 
difficulty created for it by its own course 
towards the Pope as best "it may. There is 
the highest diplom atic authority tor the 
following as the text of the telegram sent 
by the French Government to his Holiness 
when Monsignor Aghardi was on his way 
to P ekin: “ Give up sending N unios to 
China, or withdraw your Nuncios from 
France.” The Pope knew that this m eant 
that the French Government would sup­ 
press the budget of public worship—in 
other words, deprive the French clergy 
of their regular, legitimate means of sup­ 
port—and he replied: “ I wish amicable re­ 
lations with Frauce, and recall my nu n ­ 
cios.” This left the burden of the recall 
upon the French Government. A revival 
ot Papal relations with China will put 
the French Government in an extremely 
awkward position. 
Charge A gainst a Sea Captain. 


Y o k o h a m a , November 21st.—The Cap­ 
tain of the steam er Norm ath, which found­ 
ered off Oozenta, Japan, has been com­ 
mitted for trial for manslaughter, it being 
held that he is responsible for the drow ning 
of the passengers on his vessel. 
A Ship's Cargo on Fire. 
St. J o h n s (N. F.), November 21st.—The 
steam er Barrowruore, Captain H oneym an, 
has ju st arrived here. She left B altim ore 
on the 15t'u ot November, cotton laden, for 
Liverpool. The cargo took fire on Friday 
last, ami the Captain thinks it will be 
totally destroyed, but believes that the hull 
; of the ship is not m aterially damaged. 
Steam has been turned into the m ain hold 
for the past forty-eight hours, but no other 
steps have yet been taken to arrest the fire, 
as tiie Captain is apprehensive of danger 
in taking off the hatches, an explosion or 
conflagration being feared. The Barrow- 
more is ol the Johnson line, of Liver­ 
pool, aud has a capacity of 4,000 tons. 
Besides her nnder-deck cargo, there are 
300 head of cnttleaboard. 


The l ’ope Uneasy. 


R o m e , November 22d—a. m.—Cardinal 
Jacobini, Papal Secretary of State, on the 
plea of ill health, has asktd the Pope to 
accept his resignation.;it is known that the 
Cardinal suiters from incipient dropsy, but 
the chief cause of his desire to resign is 
the approach of difficulty with the Quiri- 
nal. It is reported that the Pope wrote 
to Em peror Francis Joseph, asking him 
to intetvene, on the ground 
that he 
would he obliged to quit Rome unless the 
position of the Vatican improved, and the 
Anti-Clerical party was taking every chance 
to insult him . 
Emperor Francis Joseph 
has not replied yet. 


Great Socialist D em onstration In Loudon 
Y esterday. 
. 
Ixindon, November 21st.—The Socialists 
marched to-day from fifteen outlying points 
to Trafalgar Square. The various bodies 
were headed by hands of music, and the 
paraders carried banners bearing incendiary 
inscriptions. 
Among the mottoes w ere: 
“ By heaven, our rights are worth lighting 
for,” and “ W ork for a ll : overwork for 
none.” Some of the men carried phrygian 
caps on poles. As the sou.hern contingents 
crossed W estminster bridge 
the 
bands 
played the 
“ Marseillaise.” 
People in 
windows of the Government offiees were 
hooted at. 
W hen the paradera passed 
through Downing street they hissed Lord 
Randolph Churchill. 
The sight o f the 
Horse Guard sentries incensed the mob, 
which fairly howled with rage. 
An officer 
closed the gates and the mob proceeded. 
East End sent a fall force and two bands of 
tnnsic. W hen the speaking began there 
were present 5.000 Socialists. 25.000 unem ­ 
ployed workmen and criminals, and 25,000 
spectators. 
The speakers included Messrs. Ilvndm an, 
Champion and Burns. At each oi' the five 
platforms a resolution was adopted calling 
upon the Governm ent to relieve the dis­ 
tress existing among the workingmen. A 
deputation of ten proceeded to Lord Salis­ 
bury’s house. They were received by the

SHOULD BE RESTORED. 


When Governor Stoneman declined to 
be a candidate for renomination by his 
party, the R e co k d -U n jo n took occasion to 
say of that gentleman that while it had 
differed with him politically, and had 
taken issue with some of the policies of his 
administration, it could honestly bear tes­ 
timony to his high worth as a citizen of 
the State, and testify with pleasure to the 
social esteem in which he is held in the 
community. That we have been his po­ 
litical critic seemed all the more reason for 
commending the man on his retiracy to 
the walks of private life, from which he 
was called by the demand of the people of 
this State. 
Now that he is about to return to his 
southern home, and free himself forever 
from the cares of Htate, it is timely and 
eminently fitting the suggestion should be 
made that General George Stoneman be 
restored 
to 
the 
retired list of the 
army of the United States. It should 
not become the rule in his, or other 
cases of gallant soldiers of the Union, that 
call to do duty for a State should utterly 
dissever the hero from the material evi­ 
dences of the gratitude of the Republic 
when the special call has been fulfilled. 
in the war of the Rebellion he was loyal 
to the flag, a fearless soldier, and a cavalry 
leader whose gallantry honored the arms 
of the nation. At the close of the war, lie 
was exalted to the rank of a chief military 
position, and in due time was honored by 
being placed upon the retired list of the 
army. Called by the jieople of California 
to their civil service, and having filled 
an office of high trust for four years, it is 
simply the right thing to do to restore the 
General to the station from which lie w ith­ 
drew. In a very few years more the last of 
these old heroes will have been forever 
stricken from the list by an irrevocable de­ 
cree. 
To the few who still remain, let not 
the Republic prove ungrateful. There is 
no reason possible of conception why active 
service in administering the affairs of a 
great State should, when that duty lias 
been performed and the service ended, de­ 
bar the distinguished soldiers of the army 
from restoration to their former positions. 
It is the very least the Federal Govern­ 
ment can do for the men who stood be­ 
tween it and its foes, and upheld the arms 
of the nation in the hour of its sorest dis­ 
tress. 
Tue people of California, irrespective of 
political faith, should unite in soliciting 
the National Legislature and Administra­ 
tion to do this thing for General Stone­ 
man. 
We do not know that he desires or 
exj ccts i t ; we have no knowledge of his 
wishes in this respect, and have had no in­ 
timation from his personal friends or 
Others of any movement in this direction. 
The suggestion is spontaneous with the 
R e c o rd -U n io n , appearing to lie a simple 
act of patriotic justice to a distinguished 
citizen, a gallant soldier, and one of the 
now few remaining Generals who battled 
successfully and heroically for an indissolu­ 
ble Union of sovereign States. 


A SUPERINTENDENT’S COMPLAINT. 


Ti e report of the Deputy Superintend­ 
ent of Schools in San Francisco reveals 
something of t h ! discontent of the people 
with present methods in grading and gov­ 
erning the common schools of the State. 
H i would reduce the period lietween the 
entrance upon the primary grades and 
graduation from the first grade of the 
grammar sclio d, from eight to six years 
We believe this can lie done with benefit 
to the mental and physical 
well be­ 
ing of the children. 
But if it ever is 
done, it will be accomplished only by 
simplifying the courses of study. They are 
now frequently overloaded. There is force 
in the complaint of parents that their 
children come from the final grades with­ 
out that knowledge that enables them— 
notably in mathematics—to engage in the 
ordinary management of household ac­ 
counts. 
Instead of thoroughly grounding 
children in English and mathematical 
courses, we are tacking on additional and 
in many cases superfluous studies. As Ed­ 
ward Everett Hale recently remarked, 
“ Every time an apparent need develops in 
t a ! education of the generation, ave rush 
t > the schools with a remedial appliance.” 
Thus in San Francisco they are teaching 
sewing in some of the grades; in Oakland 
they have put the workshop into the 
sehoo!. 
In neither case can they bops to 
turn out seamstresses or a mechanics. The 
manual-training and the trade schools 
are admirable in place, but the place for 
neither is in the common-school system, 
without a complete revolution of it—hut 
this is not saying that such a revolution 
may not come about. There are other 
important questions raised by the report 
referred to, as, for instance, the complete 
removal of Boards of Education from ]>o- 
litical atmospheres. 
But at present we 
can only call attention to the force of the 
objection to overloading the grades below 
the High School. That protest is timely 
entered by an official of a school depart­ 


ment. It has many times been made by 
others. The need is to send the child at 
14, or at most at 15, from the Grammar 
School with such thoroughness in funda­ 
mentals as will enable it to apply its 
knowledge in activities of life. 
Only 
about five per cent, of school children go 
lieyond the first grade of Grammar Schools. 
From that point ninety-five per cent, are 
called to labor. They should be so in­ 
structed as to make that labor the least on­ 
erous and most-pleasant, and to broaden to 
the utmost their capacity to meet the need 
of becoming bread-winners. Higher edu­ 
cation is desirable. T hat all children 
should enjoy it Ls conceded ; but the fact 
must be taken as it is—only the very few 
can embrace it. To such the High Schools 
and colleges are open, and where there are 
none, there might well be established up­ 
per grammar grades, mediate between the 
Grammar School and High School or 
academy. 
But below such grades, it is 
certain that there is need to look into the 
complaint of parents that there is over­ 
loading, at the expense of thoroughness in 
rudiments. 


Mr. C h a u n c e y M. D ep ew has been 
interviewed concerning the possible candi­ 
dacy of Mr. Blaine for the Presidency in 
1888. In the course of the interview, it is 
reported that he was asked to also express 
his views regarding the probability of Mr. 
Cleveland becoming an aspirant for the 
Democratic Presidential nomination in 
1888. Thereupon the distinguished New 
Yorker replied that he believed Mr. 
Cleveland would be a candidate. Evidently 
impressed with the necessity of fortifying 
this opinion, he added a most astonishing 
reason. 
“ I was convinced of his intention 
to be a candidate by his marriage.” 
This 
remarkable exposure of Mr. Depew’s views 
of the relation between cause and effect, 
or matrimony and politics, was, however, 
completely cast in the shade when he 
struck his hearer dumb by the additional 
expression: “ I shall be confirmed in that 
opinion should Mrs. Cleveland have a 
baby.” 
Here, then, is a new factor in po­ 
litical calculations, and one the hare con­ 
templation of which fairly takes the breath 
away. We can readily conceive what a 
world of political trouble may be obliter­ 
ated in a monarchy, by the birth of an 
heir to the throne; we can understand 
how, in the cradle of a royal babe, may 
rock the destinies of a dynasty. 
But we 
are lost in wonder how a child born in a 
republic to the house of Cleveland can 
1 letter the chances of a candidate with the 
Democracy, or intensify the political am­ 
bition of its father. 
In consideration of 
the stunning nature of 
Mr. 
Depew’s 
opinion, he owes it to the country to at 
once “ rise and explain.” 


A c i t i z e n of Detroit, who has long been 
a shrewd political student, expresses the 
opinion that “ the Knights of Labor can­ 
not hang together when political questions 
are raised.” 
We expressed the same 
opinion regretfully when Mr. Powderly, 
as chief of the Knights, threw himself 
into the George campaign. For we had 
been led to hope for good from the Knights’ 
organization, in the complete separation it 
promised between workingmen and the 
communistic influences that were brought 
to bear upon them. In Michigan the 
Knights put up H. A. Robinson for Con­ 
gress, and 5,000 members of the Order 
signed a pledge to vote for him. The 
nomination was indorsed by the Republi­ 
cans, and Robinson’s ele: tion predicted by 
3,000 majority. 
He was personally popu­ 
lar, and unquestionably able. 
Against 
him was pitted Judge Chipman, a man in 
many respects personally and politically 
objectionable, and by no means popular. 
W hat was the result? 
Robinson was 
beaten liv 1,500 majority. That is to say, 
when the hour of trial came the Knights 
who were Democrats and the Knights who 
were Republicans went their ways as of 
old, while the manufacturers and employ, 
crs, as a protest against the class distinc­ 
tion made by the entry of the Knights 
into politics as a party, voted for Chip- 
man. The safe thing for the Knights to 
do is to keep their organization free from 
political entanglements. 


A c itiz e n of Sacramento, and a member 
of its Bar, lias been appointed by the Pres­ 
ident of the United States to be ITnited 
States District Attorney for the Northern 
District of California. The news of the 
selection of John T. Carey for the place is 
received here with pleasure, and pardon­ 
able evidences of local pride. 
Mr. Carey 
has spent the major portion of his life in 
this city. He has honorably and ably 
filled the position of District Attorney of 
this county; ahe has been honored by his 
party with nomination to notable high 
offices; he is a prominent, broad-minded- 
tolerant citizen, and stands well at the 
Bar. 
He is a man of unquestioned integ­ 
rity and faithfulness in places of duty do­ 
ing. The people of this city have confi­ 
dence that lie will fill the new and import­ 
ant trust to which he has been called with 
ability, and with honor to himself and the 
Government. 


U n d e r the treaty of Berlin Bulgaria 
was to remain in subordination to Turkey, 
hut with the right to choose a Prince for 
her ruler, that choice to he ratified hv the 
powers. 
Bulgaria by her constituted rep­ 
resentatives selected a ruler. But he de­ 
clining, and the powers disapproving, they 
now reverse the process, ignore the treaty, 
and one of the chief among them proceeds 
to nominate a ruler from his own house­ 
hold for the Slav State, and calls upon its 
people to ratify the selection. 
Monarchies 
have many a time given proof of their dis­ 
regard of self-imposed obligations, but no 
modern instance is recorded of the process 
of choosing a ruler for a dependent State 
being so completely turned about and de­ 
stroyed as in the case of Bulgaria. 


R e f e r r i n g to the fact that the cam­ 
paign in Texas was conducted fairly by the 
press, in perfect clearness, moderation and 
good spirit, the San Francisco Alta com­ 
ments : “ And so should it he everywhere.” 
But that it is not so everywhere is charge­ 
able to the press. Clean papers can make 
a campaign clean. They are the vehicles 
for scandal, libels, abuse and falsehood in 
polities, chiefly. 
Let publishers refuse to 
convert their papers into scavengers carts, 
and all campaigns will become clean—at 
least so far as debate is concerned. 


T h e San Francisco press is looking to 
the Nashville method of reforming munic­ 
ipal government—the abolition of ward 
choices for local legislators, and the selec­ 
tion of the Board of city government by 
all the people of the city. Sacramento is 
not a very large city, hut it adopted that 
svstem many years ago, and it works well.

POULTRY 
FARMING. 


Below is given a brief synopsis of the 
sermon preached yesterday morning at the 
African 
Methodist 
Episcopal 
Church, 
Seventh street, between G and H, by their 
pastor, Rev. Jordan Allan. His text was 
the sixteenth verse of the third chapter of 
Paul’s first epistle to Tim othy: 
‘‘And 
without controversy great is the mystery of 
godliness ; God was manifest in the flesh, 
justified in the spirit, seen of angels, 
preached unto the Gentiles, believed on in 
the world, received up into glory.” 
The Apostle Paul was at onetime known 
as Saul of Tarsus. Before his conversion 
he 
went 
forth to 
crush the Chris­ 
tian world, 
and 
destroy the 
power 
of 
God. 
He 
was 
a 
native 
of 
Tarsus, one of the chief cities of Syria, 
bordering on the shores of the Mediter­ 
ranean Sea. He was brought up in the 
schools of that city, which, at that time, 
was noted for its educational institutions, 
particularly its schools of eloquence. He 
was a Roman citizen, a Hebrew by birth, a 
descendant of Abraham through the tribe 
of Benjamin. After completing his educa­ 
tional course in Tarsus he remo ved with his 
father to Jerusalem, where he commenced 
the study o# law under the tutorship of 
one of the greatest legal minds of the age. 
His father was a Pharisee—one of the 
strictest of the sect. He was taught the 
languages, and also the trade of tent-mak­ 
ing. It was customary in those days to 
give every child, in addition to an educa­ 
tion, a trade, so if at any time through life 
they were thrown upon their own re­ 
sources, they had a trade to which they 
could turn their attention to, and not be 
dependent on others for support. 


NOTW ITHSTANDING PAUL’S GREAT AB ILITY 
And superior education he followed his 
trade a considerable portion of the time 
prior to his going into the ministry. Ow­ 
ing to his parental training, he was so strict 
a Pharisee that he believed all should be­ 
lieve as he did, and his efforts were to make 
the world believe that way. 
The language of the text should be di­ 
vided into seven different parts. 
First, 
great is the mystery of goliness. Second, 
He was manifested in the flesh. Third, 
justified in the spirit. 
Fourth, seen of 
angels. Fifth, preached unto the Gen­ 
tiles. Sixth, believed on in the world. 
Seventh, received up into glory. 
God, in his wise will, arranged a plan for 
the salvation of the human fam ily; a plan 
whereby men could be saved from their 
sins. Regarding this mystery, we are told 
it was kept in wise council, and even kept 
from the angels, who were commanded to 
go forth and do His will. The astronomer 
tries to figure out the movements of the 
planets, and when he has gone to the fullest 
extent of his ability, and contemplates the 
worlds in space beyond his reach or com­ 
prehension, he comes back to the language 
of the text, and says, 


GREAT IS T H E MYSTERY OF GODLINESS. 
Take the phrenologist who studies the 
science of the different functions of the 
brain: When he has followed it as far as 
he can, he says great is the mystery of god­ 
liness. The physiologist, who studies the 
structure of the human body, dissects the 
different parts, goes into a critical examina­ 
tion of the vital organs, he comes back 
to the first proposition of the text, and says 
great is the mystery of godliness. 
The 
theoiogist, who pretends to know most 
about God, who studies God’s nature and 
designs, finds it necessary to go near to the 
throne in order to understand the hidden 
mysteries which God keeps in his own 
counsel. When the theoiogist has gone to 
the fullest extent of his ability, he comes 
back and says g reat is the mystery of god­ 
liness. God is the great law-giver and the 
ruler of the uni-erse. All that is neces­ 
sary for man to lo is to obey and believe in 
God, and he wil secure eternal life. It is 
impossible for man to penetrate the mys­ 
teries of God. They are as far above him 
as the heaven is above the earth. Paul 
said : “ We speak the wisdom of God in 
mystery.' 
Christ said : “ The father hath 
shown these things unto me ; I even show 
them unto you.” On Mount Calvary he 
said : “ Father, I have finished the work 
thou gavest me to do.” 


GOD IS M ANIFEST IN T H E FLESH , 
John said ; “ And the word was made flesh, 
and dwelt among us, and we beheld his 
glory, the glory as of the only begotten of 
the Father, full of grace and truth.”

Som e V aluable H ints G leaned from P er­ 
sonal and Successful Experience. 
A writer in the Los Angeles Times, sign­ 
ing himself “ Robin Railroad,” gives the 
following personal experience in poultry 
farm ing: 
In the year 1824, I remember, as well as 
I remember anything that ever took place, 
hunting hens’ nests in the barn loft for my 
mother to set under her hens, and ever 
since then I have taken a pretty active 
hand in raising chickens, ducks and tur­ 
keys. Some years we raised as many as 
300 chickens, ducks, turkeys and geese. 
After I was married, my wife and I went to 
live by ourselves. I thought I could do 
better than to cultivate the dunghill, so I 
went to Louisville, Ky., and bought me a 
C 
air of Black Polands, with a tremendous 
ig white topkno. and crest. I had a nice 
lot for them in an orchard, where they had 
plenty of room and plenty of bugs, “ for 
whar de hen scratches, dar am de bug.” 
My ! m y ! what layers they are when cared 
for. 1 had a hen that laid over 
300 
eggs in one year. But laying is all they are 
fit for. They are poor setters and poor 
mothers, and not very good eating, but we 
made lots of money by selliDg the eggs at 
50 cents per dozen, when I could buy com­ 
mon eggs for 31 cents. I built a nice house, 
to keep them dry and warm in winter. 
In 1850,1 think it was, I sent to George 
P. Burnham, of Boston, for a pair of brown 
Shanghais, as he was then importing di­ 
rect from China. 
He sent me a splendid 
pair by express to Louisville, Ky., which 
cost me $18 25. My neighbors laughed at 
me for beiDg a fool to give that price for 
two chickens. “All right,” said I, “while 
you laugh I’ll make $100, and have lots of 
chickens for market left.” 
W hat fine 
chicks did come from that p air! Many of 
the hens weighed six and eight pounds, 
and the roosters were bigger than hen tur­ 
keys. Everybody who made any pretense 
to raise poultry wanted to buy. “All right,” 
said I, “ju stas soon as my pullets begin to 
lay you can have eggs at $3 per dozen.” I 
made lots of money out of my venture, and 
had the best fowls to eat we ever had in 
our lives. When I left that part of the 
footstool in 1856 for Minneapolis, Minn., I 
took a coop of these big chickens with me. 
The rooster was a boomer—just three feet 
from the end of his toe-nail to the end of 
his bill. 
In order to feed them well and be as 
little trouble as possible, I made a box the 
shape of a mill-hopper that would hold 
100 pounds of oats, 150 pounds of corn or 
wheat, and nearly as much barley, and 
made a frame for it to set in. Then under­ 
neath it 1 put a shallow box, say two inches 
deep and one foot square, close under the 
mouth of the big box, and fastened it 
there and put slats so the chickens could 
poke their heads through and pick grain 
out of the shallow box. One week I gave 
them corn, next wheat, next oats or rye, 
keeping plenty of grain in the box, which 
ran down and out just as fast as they ate 
and no faster. The grain was always ciean 
because the fowls could not get their feet 
into it. 
There is a peculiarity about a fowl. Feed 
him or them three times a day and they 
will stuff their crop about as tight as a 
drum, but put the feed in a box where 
they can get whenever they go after it and 
they won't eat two table-spoonfuls at a 
time except at night, when they will fill un 
a little more. My wife boiled potato-peel- 
ing3, apple-peelings, turnips, cabbage and 
“ sich,” and stuck in bran or meal and 
gave them a mash. Besides, she used to 
give them sour milk and all scraps from 
our meals. 
To water fowls and keep their water pure 
and fresh is very essential to their health. 
I got the biggest jug I could find and drove 
four posts into the ground, nailed a board 
on top of them with a hole cut in the board 
big enough almost to let the jug go through, 
turned the jug mouth down, and put a 
block under and a tin plate on top of that, 
which came within half an inch of the 
mouth of the jug ; filled the jug with pure, 
clear water, and turned it upside down. 
The water will run into the tin plate just 
us fast as the fowls drink it out, and no 
faste-. Then I fixed a barricade to keep 
them from putting their feet in the plate. 
Once a day I gave them water, and once a 
week I gave them grain, which lasted all 
the week. They were healthy and nice. 
Eleven years ago I came to Los Angeles, 
and onr chicken and barnyard was about 
150 by 75 feet. If the offal from horses and 
cattle is thrown into such a yard it is plenty 
big for fifty or sixty hens and eight or ten 
roosters, but if it is simply a fowl yard it 
is not large enough for so many unless 
they can be allowed to run abroad fall, 
winter and spring, on eight or ten acres. 
Yon may turn on as many more, and they 
will do well. 
We tried black Spanish and white Leg­ 
horns and Bramahs and Dominique. We 
took care of them, and did well until the 
vermin got on to them. I supposed that I 
had to have warm, dry houses for them, as 
I did in Minnesoia and Indiana. But just 
here was where I went astray badly. I 
spent $150 in gold building houses for them, 
and they had not been in them six months 
before they were full of vermin and began 
to die. I was showing a friend of mine 
my chickens and my buildings. 
“ Ah! Robin,” he said, 
“ your hen­ 
houses in this county are worthless. Turn 
out those chickeus and shut the door, and 
don’t open it again. Make your hens roost 
in those willows, and in six weeks you 
won't have a sore-lieadcd hen on this land.” 
“ Why,” said I, “ they will catch their 
death of cold when it rains, and all die 
with roop.” 
“ Not a bit of it. The rain all through 
winter won’t hurt them the tenth part as 
bad as those chiegers and lice.” 
I did that same thing, and it turned out 
just as he said it would. I tore the house 
down and made a crib for corn, and we 
never had liealtliier chickens in our lives. 
I set out three pepper trees for the chickens 
to roost in. We make them roost in the 
trees yet, or on the ground, just as may 
suit. The rain and wet kill all the chiggers 
nnd lice, but don’t hurt the fowls a bit.

R i c h Q u a r t z .— Rich quartz is becoming 
a very common thing in Grass Valley. It 
so common, in fact, that it hardly attracts 
attention. 
Of course, a man will stop, 
take a look at a fine piece of ore filled with 
the bright and shining metal, remark that 
it “ looks well,” and move on. If the same 
kind of ore were exhibited, and it were 
said that it came from the banks of the 
river Nile, way in the heart of Africa, or if 
it came from any other way-off place, it 
would canse an excitement, and people 
would flock to that out-of-the-way country 
by thousands, taking a great deal of capital 
with them for investment. There is no 
better field in the world to-day for the cap­ 
italist to invest in mining than right here. 
The gold is known to exist here : the old 
mines are all paying handsomely; the 
prospects are showing up finely; mines 
that were abandoned years ago as worth­ 
less have proven to be rich when reopened, 
and there are hundreds of ledges in the 
district which will prove as good as those 
now being worked and which pay so well, 
if they are qnlv brought to light with 
powder, pick and shovel. 
The mining 
business of this district is in its infancy as 
y e t: but time will bring ah ut the neces­ 
sary labor, and capital will not long hold 
back in coming to find profitable invest­ 
ment in this great gold mining region.—

A ctive and Praisew orthy W ork Through­ 
out the Citrus B elt. 
The Marysville Appeal of yesterday says : 
Last evening a well-attended meeting was 
held at the office of T. J. Sherwood, for the 
purpose of making such arrangements as 
were deemed necessary for a successful dis­ 
play of citrus fruits at the fair which 
opens in Sacramento on December 13th, or 
three weeks from date. An informal dis­ 
cussion preceded the action, in which the 
best means of handling, boxing and secur­ 
ing the donations, were the leading sub­ 
jects of comment. It was generally con­ 
ceded that the plan suggested by I). E. 
Knight was the best, and the committee 
will act in accordance. Several hundred 
boxes, capable of holding different num­ 
bers of oranges, ranging in quantities of 
two dozen and upward, will be made and 
furnished to those who will ship them to 
the fair. Each exhibitor will be properly 
credited with the shipment made, by hav­ 
ing the fact published, and a neatly printed 
card placed upon the box. On the card 
may be placed a sketch ot the tree, and its 
growth, from which the oranges or other 
fruits were taken. 
These boxes, when 
filled, can be returned to a central depot, 
which will be established in this city a 
week or so before the fair. It is desired that 
all who have clusters should take the best 
of care of them, and send them down when 
the time arrives. 
As the desire is universal that Yuba 
county shall make the best showing, an 
earnest committee, consisting of A. D. 
Cutts, P. C. Slattery, J. B. Fuller, D. E. 
Knight and T. J. Sherwood have been ap­ 
pointed to look after the details of the 
affair. The committée will require some 
funds with which to act—in the neighbor­ 
hood of $300—and to that end D. E. Knight 
and P. C. Slattery will call upon the citi­ 
zens in the early part of the week for a 
subscription. It Is hoped that the response 
will be liberal, as by an enthusiastic move 
and careful and tasty handling of the 
fruits sent from here Yuba will gain the 
first diploma.

THE GREAT TROT. 


The H orses that are to Contest the Trot­ 
ting Cham pionship. 
[S. F. Chronicle, November 21st.) 
There is great interest shown in the trot 
for a purse of $5,000 which is announced 
to take place at the Bay Dis'rict track on 
Saturday next. We append hereto a con­ 
cise account of the various horses entered 
and their past achievements. 
Harry Wilkes, bay gelding, 15.1 hands, 
nine years old ; record, 2:141; sired by 
George Wilkes; darn, Mollie Walker. He 
has trotted fifty-three races, winning all 
but six, and an aggregate of $53,000 in 
purses. He has to his credit the three 
fastest heats on record ever trotted in a con­ 
tested race. He is owned by Temple and 
Van Ness of New York and will be driven 
by Frank Van Ness. 
Oliver K., bay gelding, six years old, six­ 
teen hands : record, 2:161; sired by King 
Wilkes; dam by the thoroughbred Vir- 
ginius. He started the present season with 
a record of 2:24, ami has trotted ten races, 
winning all but one. He has won purses 
to the amount of $26,000. He is owned by 
Charles Schwartz, a prominent business 
man of Chicago, and is trained and driven 
by the world-renowned Budd Doble. 
Charlie Hilton, eight hears old, record 
2:101, sired by Louis Napoleon. This is 
practically his first season, he having 
started but once last year. He has betn 
through the grand circuit, making a record 
of 2:171 in the fourth heat. He is owned 
by Crawford and Sisson, and will he driven 
by Mr Crawford, who, as a driver, is con­ 
sidered second to none. 
Arab, bay gelding, seven years old, by 
Arthurton or General Benton, record 2:171. 
He won all liis races through the grand 
circuit except at Rochester. Since his re­ 
turn from the East he has shown a mile 
better than 2:16 in training. 
He will be 
driven by the veteran O. A. Hickok. 
Antevolo, bay stallion, four years old, by 
Electioneer, dam Columbine, record 2:161. 
Reliable parties assert Iliat he has shown 
some wonderfully fast miles of late, and 
that 2:16 or better can be made with him. 
He is owned by Joseph Cairn Simpson and 
will be driven by him. 
Gny Wilke3t bay stallion, seven years 
old, by George Wilkes, dam by Mambrino 
Patchen, the dam of Joe Bunker, record of 
2:19. Guy Wilkes has a record of 2:151, 
made in the fifth heat, during the present 
season. He has not been beaten this sea­ 
son and is regarded as the best stallion on 
theiurf. He is owned by William Corbett 
and will be driven by J. A. Goldsmith. 
This is an array of horses that cannot be 
equaled at the East, and the winner will 
probably receive the recognition of being 
the king of the turf.

A M urderer’s P robable Fate. 
A lb u q u e rq u e , November 21st.—Charles 
Ross, one of the horse thieves who killed 
officer Henry and mortally wounded Mar­ 
shal McGuire last night, was captured in a 
Mexican dance hall this morning with a 
bullet-hole through his shoulder. When 
it became known that Ross was arrested 
several hundred excited men assembled 
and wanted to take the prisoner and lynch 
him, and with great difficulty Ross was 
placed in jail.

“ K id” Johnson, Ross’ accomplice, has not 
yet been heard from.

county, in March, 1883, and sentenced to 
six years im prisonm ent. H is recom menda­ 
tion was based upon his youth and pre­ 
vious good character.

T h e A lta s D e fe a t th e “ P e ts ,” a n d S core 
T h eir T h ird U n d isp u ted V ictory. 
The attendance at Agricultural Park yes­ 
terday afternoon to witness the game of 
baseball between the Altas and the Green- 
hood & M orans was very large, the seats 
being crowded and hundreds of spectators 
standing up, while scores of vehicles occu­ 
pied the field outside the space occupied 
by the players.

General Kaulbars has placed the Russian 
subjects in Bulgaria under the protection 
of France. 
The German W ar Secretary will resign 
shortly and will probably be succeeded by 
General Von Cahrivi. 
News has been received in London of a 
disastrous fire in the town of Fondo on the 
Pasig river, on the island of Luzon, the 
largest of the Philippine group. 
A thou­ 
sand houses were burned. 
The Berlin police have seized 8,000 So­ 
cialist pamphlets. They found that 7,000 
had already been distributed. 
Five work­ 
men who were employed to circulate the 
pamphlets have been expelled from the 
city. 
On Friday night a body of Cuban police 
surprised the notorious outlaw Jiminez and 
two other bandits in Havana. Jiminez ran, 
but was overtaken, when he made a stout 
resistance, wounding five policemen before 
he was killed. His two companions were 
killed while trying to make their escape. 
The British Foreign Office is now en­ 
gaged with Germany and Austria in seek­ 
ing to fix upon a candidate for the Bulga­ 
rian throne. Negotiations have been opened 
with King Christian of Denmark to ascer­ 
tain the precise attitude of his objections 
to his son's (Prince Waldemar) acceptance.

The American party has placed a full 
municipal ticket in the field at Los An­ 
geles. 
The reports of the political conflict be­ 
tween Governor Torres and his enemies are 
confirmed at Nogales. 
The jury in the case of Tim Mclnerney, 
charged with arson at Merced in July last, 
has returned a verdict of acquittal. 
At Albuquerque, N. M., on Saturday 
night, Marshal McGuire and policeman 
Henry were killed by horse thieves. 
The shoe store of Louis Schloss, at San 
Jose, was entered by burglars Saturday 
night, and about $25U worth of goods were 
stolen. 
Georgie, the 10-year-old son of William 
Rose, living near Los Angeles, got hold of 
a shotgun Saturday, which was discharged, 
the load entering the child’s stomach. He 
died in a few hours. 
Frank Sheehy was thrown from his 
horse Friday, near Napa, and dragged some 
distance with one foot in the stirrup, caus­ 
ing concussion of the brain. He has not 
recovered consciousness. 
The anti-Chinese meeting at Truckee 
Saturday night, to 
hear Hon. Patrick 
lieddv. was one of the most enthusiastic 
ever held in Truckee. Hurd’s Hall was 
filled to its utmost capacity. 
On Friday, up a canyon from Fort Doug­ 
las, U. T., a bank of earth fell on two 
soldiers as they were excavating for clay. 
Private John Rea, aged 44, was killed, and 
George Aetzeel is not expected to live. 
On Saturday a man named Atwood Nor­ 
man, aged 37, threw himself in front of a 
train on the San Gabriel Valley road, witli 
the intention of committing suicide. He 
will die. He is a laboring man, and is sup­ 
posed to be insane. 
Joseph Palamountain, the miner injured 
in the Idaho mine at Grass Valley several 
days ago by a car running over him, died 
Friday evening, alter having 
suffered 
greatly since tiie accident. He leaves a 
wile and five small children. 
Rain fell along the coast on Saturday 
from Vancouver Island to Los Angeles, 
reaching the latter place in the evening. 
The storm started from Washington Terri­ 
tory, and moved southwesterly over Ne­ 
vada, a heavy fall of snow being precipi­ 
tated over that State and Idaho.
